My dear Sir Robert,- 


I have your favor of the 18th instant. 
I regret the delay that has taken place in arriving at a 
conclusion on the subject to which you refer. 


I think I may say that there was a great deal 
of sympathy on the part of the Government to assist the 
class of young man to whom you referred when I had the 
pleasure of discussing the matter personally with you. 


The resolution to the Repatriation Committea 
became so enlarged as to embrace practically every class 
of student, with the result that the Government hesitated 
to enter upon this branch of responsibility. 


Upon publicity being given to the request of 
the Universities, many of the G.W.V.eAe Associations asked 
that the same principle be applied to all returned men 
requiring assistance for their necessities, such as, 
business, etCe-. 


Should you be in Ottawa at an early day, I 
hope you will advise me of the fact so that I may further 
discuss this subject with you, with a view to our determining 
whether it is possible to meet the situation of which you 
speak, without committing ourselves to a principle, the 
logical extension of which would assume such large proportions 
as to prevent the Government taking action in the matter. 


Should I be in Toronto meantime, I shall not 
hesitate to advise you so that we may have the opportunity 
of further discussing the subject.

My dear Sir Robert,- 
I have yoursof the 6th instant, 


Our authority at present does not extend 
beyond the class mentioned inthe first paragraph of your 
letter. The class mentioned in the second paragraph is one as to 
which no pronouncement has yet been made by the Government, 


Capt. Gilmour, representative of Colonel Tory 
presented your letter of introduction yesterday, and I discussed the 
subject fully with him. I am bringing about an interview for him 
with some of the members of the Repatriation Committee, with a view 
to formulating, if possible, another proposal which will be submitted 
to the Government. This proposal, in my judgment, should be somewhat 


along the line suggested in the second paragraph of your letter. 


I am hopeful that we may speedily make 
some progress in dealing with this question, so as to meet the 
views which you have expressed. As explained to you, when I 
last had the pleasure of seeing you, I can only, at the moment, 
express my personal views and sympathy as to the subject under 
consideration,
